it therefore Cttactei) by The KING’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 

2 the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing stills of 40 
of this Act it shall and may be lawful for the Commissioners of ^'gallons 
Inland Excise and Taxes in Ireland, or any Three of them, and each, may be 
they are hereby authorized and required, to grant a Licence to any Ireland, 
person or persons to keep and use any Still or Stills, the body whereof, 
without the head or appendage thereto, shall be capable of containing 

Forty gallons, and not more than Sixty gallons, to be worked under 
the regulations of this Act, and in which no greater quantity of 
Spirits shall be distilled than Three thousand gallons in any one 
year; and every such Licence shall continue in force until and 

3 upon the twenty-ninth day of September next after the date thereof 
respectively.

And be it further Enacted, That before any person shall be licensed 
to keep or useutiyStiil or Stills of a content not less than Forty gallons, 
and not exceeding 'Sixty-gallons, udder this Xc i”evefy suchperson 
shall give security with two sureties, to the sat^fagtion of the said 
Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes, by bond to His Majesty, 
in a penalty not less than One-eighth part of the duties of Excise 
payable on the quantity of Spirits, specified at the instance and request 7 
of such person, in the Licence to such person, to be distilled, jn such 
,ns Still

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Still or Stills during the continuance of such Licence, conditioned 'for 
the payment of all duties of Excise on the Spirits to be distilled by the 
person so licensed, and of all penalties to be incurred under any Act 
or Acts in force for securing the collection of the duty on Spirits ; 
and in case the duties payable on any Spirits distilled in the Distillery 
of any person so licensed, shall not be duly paid when and as the 
same shall be payable, such I Jcence shall cease determine and be and 
become void ; provided that no person so.licensed shall with any Still, 
or under any Licence in Irelatid, be authorized to distil above Three 

8 thousand gallons of Spirits, computed at Twenty-four per centum 
above proof, in any one year, on pain of forfeiting for every such of- 
fence, Five hundred pounds. 

And be it further Enacted, That in every such Licence the quan- 
tity intended to be distilled by such Distiller, during the continuance 
oFsuch Licence, shall be specified and set forth, which quantity shall 
not in any case exceed Three thousand gallons in any one year; and 
that such quantity of gallons of Spirits shall be apportioned into 
tliirty-t wo parts, one thirty-second part thereof to be made and dis- 
tilled within each week, when any Still, so licensed, shall be at work 
during the continuance of such Licence ; and such Licence shall also 
specify one day in each week on which the person so licensed shall 
brew his wort wash or potale, for the distilling of such portion of 

9 Spirits, and the gravity of the wort or wash or potale so to be 
brewed, and the quantity of Spirits, computed at the strength of 
Twenty-four per centum above proof by Sikes ' s Hydrometer, to be 
produced therefrom in proportion to such gravity ; which gravity 
shall in no instance be less than Forty-four, as indicated by Allan ' s 
Saccharometer, before any fermentation of such wort or wash shall 
take place; and the quantity of Spirits, computed at the strength 
aforesaid, to be produced from wort of such gravity shall not be less 
than Eight gallons for every One hundred gallons of such wort or 
wash ; and in case the gravity of such wort or wash, so to be spe- 
cified in such Licence, shall exceed Forty-four by the said Saccha- 
rometer, then the Spirits to be produced, for every One hundred 
gallons of such wort or wadi, shall be determined by multiplying 

10 the degree of such gravity, as indicated by such Sacoharometer, by 
eight and dividing the product by forty-four, and the quotient shall be 
the quantity or number of gallons of Spirits, computed at the strength 
aforesaid, to be produced from such wort or w’ash. 

And be it further Enacted, That every Distiller licensed to keep 
any Still of a content not less than Forty gallons, and not exceeding 
Sixty gallons, under this Act, shall begin to brew or mash corn or 
grain, for the purpose of preparing wort or wash, on some one day 
only in each week respectively during the continuance of his Licence,

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and Which day shall be the day of the week specified for that purpose' 
in the Licence of such Distiller ; and that such Distiller shall brew or” 
make such quantity of wort or wash from such corn or grain, as' 
shall be sufficient to produce the quantity of Spirits, computed at the' 
strength aforesaid, to be distilled in such week, according to the appor- 
tionment made in the Licence of such Distiller of the whole quantity 1 1 
of Spirits to be distilled by such Distiller during the continuance of 
his Licence ; and that such Distiller shall not brew or ferment any 
wort or wash at any time whilst an}'- Still in the Distillery of such 
Distiller shall be used or employed in distilling any wort, wash, low 
wines, singlings or feints ; and that such Distiller shall not distil any 
wort, wash, low wines, singlings or feints, at any time while any corn 
or grain shall be mashing or brewing in his Distillery, but that the 
wort or wash produced by one brewing shall be completely distilled 
into Spirits, and the Still shall be emptied and locked and stfappecf 
down before any other corn or grain shall be begun to be mashed or 
brewed in such Distillery; and that the furnace door of anv Still’ in 
the Distillery of any such Distiller shall not be unlocked for more than 
Twenty-four hours in any one week, and that during such Twenty-four 1 2 
hours all the wort or wash made in the Distillery of such Distiller 
during such week shall be completely distilled into Spirits.

eypry four weeks with Two hundred charges of singlings or low wines, 
shall, be subject to all the rules and regulations contained in any Act 
or Acts in force immediately before the passing of this Act, for the 
^^Cting and securing the duties on Spirits distilled in Ireland , in 
^tjljji! exceeding One hundred gallons content ; and that every Distiller, 
who, at the time of the passing of this Act, shall be licensed to have

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
j j said Commissioners of Inland Excise and Taxes in Ireland, from time 
to time, by and with the consent and approbation and under the di- 
rection of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, to make and give any such 
-rules, orders, regulations and directions as may from time to time be 
deemed expedient and necessary for the more effectually carrying 
into effect the-phiposes of this Act, and for securing the duties on
